NAMPA (AP) — State Sen. 
Betsy Dunldin said she plans to 
draft a bill for the next legisla- 
tive session that would make 
porencs respondble in some way 
for me violent actions of their 
children. 

”I don't look at that as gun 
control,” said the Boise 
Democrat, who was conddeiing 
such legliladon long before the 
recent massacre at Columbine ' 
High School in Littleton, Colo. . 

But Dunklin has been almost 
alone among lawmakers in the 


overwhelmingly Republican- 
Legislature who have not- 
jumped on the gun-control band- 
wagon. 

She dted the April 16 inddeni ' 
at Notus Junior-Senior High 
School in which 15-yeor-old 
Shawn Cooper fired two rounds 
from a shotgun be took from his 
grandfamer's doset as a prime 
example of why a parental 
responsibility law may be ne^ 
ed.
